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While the main thesis of the book is that emigration from 
Southern Italy should not be hampered by any action of the 
Italian government, but should be protected and regulated by 
national laws or by an international treaty, the volume covers 
a wider field and presents much information (at second hand) 
concerning ancient, mediaeval and modern emigration, as well as 
sketches of British, Irish, German, Austro-Hungarian, Russian, 
Spanish and French emigration.
